dreds of feet to a dwelling house, but that permits another com pany to 


stay in the heart of a populous business section, is a bad law ; an ordinance 


that defines “ underground" as meaning “ no m ore than tw o 
feet 
above 


the ground,” when one concern has tanks 
just 
tw o 
feet 
above 
the 


ground, gives the impression that it w as purposely drawn so as not to 


disturb the latter company, and at the same time to regulate the former.

Strawberries are very scarce now 
on the local markets and will be for a 
few days until the home grown ber­ 
ries supply the market. 
A short time 
ago they were very plentiful, 
being 
shipped in from southern states, but 
the season at present is against ship­ 
ping as they spoil b efire they reach 
here, and local berries will soon be 
on the market which is against large 
shipments.

Cucumbers retail for five cents each 
which is a long drop in price from a 
short time ago when they were sell­ 
ing for twenty-five cents each.
